Ground-hugging Racer in Debut

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Managers of baseball teams are 
curious objects. They are grown men, usually long in the 
tooth, who sit around on hard benches (bad for piles) and 
wear spiked shoes (bad for arches) and spit large amounts 
of tobacco juice (good for creating floods). Once in a blue 
moon, they are even accused of thinking. 
Maybe the oddest activity that these gentlemen engage 
in is the time-honored “rhubarb.” a preposterous under­ 
taking at best. 
An umpire (often known as “ Little Boy Blind” ) adjudi­ 
cates that a certain runner is. say. out or in. Whatever the 
decision—assuming that it is not favorable to the m an­ 
ager’s team—the manager feels it his patriotic duty to 
give the umpire a great deal of hell. 


Now say that the cloud of dust around second base is 
beginning to lift a bit and make its filthy way into the eyes 
and lungs of the bleacher fans. The manager leaps off the 
bench, splashes into his puddle of tobacco juice and, halt­ 
ing a split second to make sure that damn dust is gone, 
goes out in a hasty bow-legged trot traditionally peculiar 
to managers and Basset hounds. 
With arms awave and neck veins apop and a hop of fury 
here and a kick of dirt there (always mindful of stubbing 
a toe), the manager performs—his duty or his act, depend­ 
ing upon one’s view. 
Presumably, this paragon of intellect, this zenith of wit, 
this brain, this genius, this manager is out there in these 
kids’ knickers trying to change the umpire’s mind. Every­ 
one in the stands knows that a reversal by the man in blue, 
this temple of virtue, this deity, this umpire will change 
his mind as often as the manager is accused of thinking. 
Yet it seems that the undertaking is both futile and dis­ 
respectful. We all know that an umpire’s integrity, if not 
his eyesight, is inviolate. A manager throwing a tantrum 
before thousands in the stands and millions in their living 
rooms seems to impugn the good offices of the arbiter. 
For all this m anager’s sputter and flutter, it appears 
that here is a man who is a child; he is an infant crying 
because his mother wants to put on his leggings. 
The manager, in short, is not getting his way. He dis-

agrees. Does he discuss the problem rationally? Does he 
say, ‘O.K., ump, let’s sit down here at second base and 
talk this over” ? No. He bellows. 


Players often carry on in the same way. But they are 
paid to be physical. Philosophy is supposed to be the prov­ 
ince of the manager, however. 


One wonders if managers in fact do not throw tantrums 
to cover up their own inadequacies as masterminds. Their 
jobs are, almost by definition, in jeopardy from the time 
they screw their beanies onto their heads. 
Managers are fired by the dozen, practically, each sea­ 
son Umpires are fired only rarely. Draw your own con­ 
clusion.

And there’s 
Jim Hall. 
Hall is not really a char­ 
acter, 
in 
the 
wacky-wild 


sense of the word. He is a 
quiet, 
disciplined 
engineer 
who is very rich and who 
creates racing’s most excit­ 
ing cars in a neat layout on 
the dreary flatlands of west 
Texas. 
It was Hall who introduced 
the rear wing to the sport, 
Hall who created the first 
viable racing car with auto­ 
matic transmission. Hall who 
regularly turns the topsy­ 
turvy world of motor racing 
turvy-topsy. And he has done 
it again. 
The current object of his 
affections (and money) is 
the Chaparral 2J, a vehicle 
prepared quietly and with 
some confidence for the Can- 
Am series. The 2J had its 
world 
premiere 
here 
and 
probably accounted for at 
least part of the 70,000 gate. 
It is a very strange car. 
Aesthetically, it is about 
as pretty as a Dempster 


Dumpster 
(those 
portable 
garbage 
receptacles- a n y 
serviceman 
can 
tell 
you 
about) which caused wise­ 
acres to crack that the car 
was still in its packing crate. 
Hall calls it a “ ground ef­ 
fects” vehicle, which is not 
especially enlightening since 
any car with four wheels can 
properly have a ground ef­ 
fect. The car is supposed 
to cling to the road and cor­ 
ner with a security never 
seen before. 
In addition to a big Chev­ 
rolet engine for propulsion, 
the 2J has a 2-cylinder snow­ 
mobile engine mounted on 
the boxy rear deck which 
powers two vane-axial fans. 
The system, says Hall, pro­ 
vides the power to literally 
suck the air out from under­ 
neath the car, creating a 
partial vacuum. This vacu­ 
um is then sealed with a 
system of front, side and 
rear skirts made of General 
Electric Lexan plastic. The 
result is a sort of hovercraft 
in reverse. 
Well, Hall hired champion 
driver Jackie Stewart for the 
VVatkins Glen race and gave 
him a day or so (the equi­ 
valent of 10 full laps) for 
sorting out and to under­ 
stand the workings of an 
automatic transmission. 
Stewart 
proved 
a 
fast 
study since he was able to 
set a lap record during the 
race. But the braking sys­ 
tem did not co-operate and 
the 2J terminated its maiden 
race at the 12th lap. Stewart 
did manage to move into a 
strong third place and dem­ 
onstrate that Jim Hall does, 
indeed, know what he is do­ 
ing. 
Unquestionably, Hall is a 
brainy (Cal Tech) engineer, 
but the cynics are quick to 
say that not even a genius 
could 
create a 
Chaparral

without some technical help. 
And they point accusingly at 
General Motors which says, 
again and again, it is not in 
racing.

Insiders say that the Chap­ 
arral’s auto transmission is 
strictly GM. that Hall does, 
admittedly, use a Chevy en­ 
gine and that his public rela­ 
tions man just happens to be 
a former GM engineer who 
is still based in Detroit and

Once he report­ 
ed to work, he had problems 
with the Mets over his salary 
(not enough) and his moving

paid). 
He 
wound

walking out on the job. When 
Johnny 
Murphy, 
the 
Met 
general manager on whom 
he blamed the disagreement, 
died of a heart attack, he 
considered

closed and stopped talking 
about it.

The news that most dry breakfast cereals aren’t what we 
thought they were rocked the nation’s capital. Blase Wash­ 
ingtonians, who take international catastrophes as a m at­ 
ter of course, recoiled from their breakfast tables, gagging 
and spitting. 
Informed White House sources say that President Nixon, 
preparing for a trip to San Clemente, discreetly shoved 
aside his bowl of Captain Crunch and murmured: “ Hmntm. 
This is food for thought.” 
Over at Spiro T. Agnew’s apartment in the Sheraton- 
Park Hotel, the Vice-President noted with dissatisfaction 
that Froot Loops and Clackers were of higher nutrient 
content than his bowl of Puffa Puffa Rice. 
“ You don’t learn from people suffering from malnutri­ 
tion,” he said, nodding at his wife, “ but from experts who 
have studied the problem.” 
Among the Nixon cabinet members, only Secretary of 
Defense Melvin Laird was not disturbed. Mr. Laird sat in 
his Maryland kitchen, smiling and munching a spoonful of 
his new high-powered cereal, Kaboom. 
These reactions pleased Robert B. Choate, a private 
Washington consultant who helped organize the White 
House conference on food, nutrition and health. 
He was, 
however, irritated by misleading advertising claims aimed 
at youngsters, and remarked that many skinny kids are 
duped into eating cereal supposed to “contain a great 
source of energy.” 
What Mr. Choate says is true but, for many of us who 
were skinny kids, his expose is a final, bitter disenchant­ 
ment. The stork is a long-legged bird who knows more 
about small-mouthed bass than he does about babies. The 
Easter Bunny is made of chocolate. The tooth fairy is a 
fraud. And now they want to tell us Wheaties isn’t the 
breakfast of champions. 
The mind rebels against this invidious information. 
There is too much evidence to the contrary. Look at the 
Rev. Bob Richards. Would he lie? A reverend? And look, 
I saw this with my own eyes. 
Jam es Branham was a friend of my callow youth He 
was a little guy, even for a kid. And Duck Maynard, he 
could put a case of Doctor Peppers over his head. Every­ 
body knew that.

tape and plaver rent for $4.95, plus a $20 refundable 
deposit. This is about the same as the price of a live 
guide • though no deposit is required of him i. 
The advantage of the tape, besides the music and 
sound effects, is that if tourists want to linger for awhile 
in one spot or if their car tails behind the pace of the 
recording, they can simply switch off the tape player 
and start it again later. 
With the influx ol tourists at the nation's parks 
growing by leaps and bounds,automation may have 
arrived in the nick of time.
